club work, 4 H projects and grata 
and stock production develop- 
ment among Bush county farm- 
ers.Burl Matney gave a talk on co- 
operative insurance in the farm 
bureau company and relatedthe 
history and growth and also the 
service given to .patrons. Will 
Brown gave a fine report of the 
state convention, telling many 
interesting things said and done 
there.

the Christian church after which 
several beautiful numbers were 
given by the Richland township 
quartet.

A truck v driver for the Rush 


County Mills was killed instant- 
ly, and an unidentified man on 
the truck was probably fatally 
injured this afternoon when the 
truck was struck by a fast train 
on the Big Four railroad 
near 


Selma, Indiana. 


The driver, William Gaither of 


Knightstown, left Rushville this 
morning with a Rush County 
Mills truck loaded with merchan- 
dise for points north of here and 
in the vicinity of Muncie. When 
tie left here, no one was with 
him it was stated. 


According to word received 


here the truck was completely 
demolished and also that portion 
of the merchandise which had 
not been delivered. Lawrence 
31ark, a member of the 
firm, 


was called to the scene of the ac- 
cident. He failed to identify the 
njured man, who was not ex- 
jected to live. Both occupants of 
;he car were badly mangled, it 
was stated. 


The accident happened at a 


crossing near Selma. The train 
was a fast one operated on the 
main line of the Big Pour from 
Jleveland to St. Louis. The fire- 
man and engineer stated that 
,he crossing signal bell and wig- 
wag arm were operating. 


It was believed here that the

Indian Mound Shows Club Rooms, 


Dance Halls Used by Ancients 


Salt Lake City, Utah, Dec. 3— 


(AJ?.)—Discovery of an Indian 
mound containing a kiva or reli- 
gious dance horse, and 25 "men's 
club rooms," the first of its land 
ever located in Utah, was report- 
ed here yesterday byf Dr. Julian 
H. Steward, head of trie archaelo- 
gical department of the Univer- 
sity of Utah. 


Dr. Stewart said discovery of a 


large number 
of 
"gambling 


sticks" in one rpomjndicated the 
Indians were adept at the game 
and used part oft their dwelling 
for such pastime.''These sticks, 
he said, were used in a hand 
gambling- game believed to have 
been popular among the tribes 
which roamed the southern Utah 


and northern Arizona territory 
approximately—1,500 years ago. 


Indian writings, 
or petrog- 


lyphs, found in the mound date 
back from 1,500 to 2,000 years ago 
Dr. Steward said, adding lie be- 
lieved these Indians were ances- 
tors of the cliff dwellers of Ari- 
zona and New Mexico. He ' said 
it was customary among the In- 
dians for medicine men to write 
upon the walls of the houses and 
an effort would be made to inter- 
pret all of the petrogiyphicarfig- 
ures.

Washington, December 3—(A. 


P.)—The administration's efforts 
at economy were reflected today 
in the first of the big annual gov- 
ernment supply bills. 
^ 


The house received from, its 


appropriation committee the bill 
for the treasury and postpffice, 
carry '$1,083,553,943 f6r the fiscal 
year 1932. 


The outlay is $86,906,095 less 


than expenditures of $1,170,460,- 
038 for the two departments in 
the current fiscal year, and $20,- 
726,410 lower than budget esti- 
mates. 


A reduction of $104,000,000 in 


the allotment for tax refunds 
largely responsible for the sav- 
ing, although there is an in- 
crease of $10,177,220 for public 
building construction. 


For the first time since the pro- 


hibition bureau was created, this 
bill carried no funds for dry law 
enforcement. That agency was 
transferred to the justice depart- 
ment last July. However, the 
measure provides $4,814,420 for 
the industrial alcohol bureau and 
$1,708,528 for the new narcotic 
bureau.

Fire caused serious damage,

PREDICTS SHORTAGE 


OF $180,000,000 


Declares It Is Unwise to Con- 


tinue With Reduction of 


Income Taxes. 


Washington, Dec. 3 (AJP.)— - 


President Hoover opposed con- 
tinuance of reduced income tax- 
es today in notifying Congress a 
$180,000,000 Treasury deficit for 
this year is in prospect. 


In his second annual budget 


message, he requested $3,932,- 
842,000 to finance the govern- 
ment the next fiscal year. - He 
also warned that appropriations 
looking beyond action in the 
next six months to ameliorate 
unemployment and difficulties 
caused by the drought might re- 
sult in another deficit in 1932. 


The detailed estimates for 1932 


included increases over current 
appropriations of $109,620,000 for 
veterans, $51,500,000 for Federal 
aid roads, $10,330,000 for public 
buildings, $2,480,660 for prohibi- 
tion enforcement, and $35,000,- 
000 for the Shipping Board's 
construction loan fund. 
De- 


creases of $92,000,000 for tax re- 
funds, . $33,697,000 for national 
defense, and $22,000,000 for in- 
terest-on the public debt were 
listed. 


As to taxes, cut one per cent 


on 1929 incomes, he said the out- 
look "for heavy decrease .in 
probable income and the neces- 
sity to increase public works and 
aid to employment does not war- 
rant, continuation of the reduc- 
tion."

The President likewise opposed 


attempts to meet the impending 
deficit by reduction of 
the 


statutory 
redemption of the 


public debt, now amounting to 
$440,000,000 per annum. He con- 
tinued: 


"Nor do I look with concern 


upon this moderate deficit for 
the current fiscal year, which, in 
fact, amounts to less than 5 per 
cent of the total Government ex- 
penditure. The adverse balance 
can be met by reducing the gen- 
eral fund balance from 
the 


amount in it at the beginning of 
the year, supplemented, if neces-^ 
sary, by temporary borrowing by 
the Treasury. 


"When we recollect that our 


budget has yielded large surplus- 
es for the last 11 years, which 
have enabled us to retire the 
public debt, in addition to re- 
tirements required by law, to the 
extent of nearly $3,50,000,000 we 
can confidently look forward to 
the restoration of such surpluses

which Byrns is the. ranking min- 
ority member. He Jidded, that 
unless he had. a more detailed 
explanation of "when, where 
and how" the money -would' be 
spent, he would contest'thE^pIan. 


"I recall that in 1918 lheribvwas 


a proposal to put $100,000,000 
into the hands of "Herbert Hoov- 
er when he was . secretary of 
commerce for the purchase -of 
foods;" Byrns-.added. "That pro- 
posal was bitterly and violently 
opposed in both houses by men 
who are now in key positions.
